TIIK SACKED KKSKBVK FtTN'O. 


When specie payment was re&umed 


by act of congress it was generally un- 
derstood that a reserve fund was cre- 
ated by the act. At any rate $100,000,- 
000 in gold coin was accumulated in 
the treasury with which to redeem 
government notes if any should be pre- 
sented. Thif one hundred million was 
deemed sufficient to iloat about $350,- 
000,000 in greenbacks and maintain 
them at par with gold. Under Eepab- 
lican administrations as well as under 
Cleveland's first administration, this 
reserve fund was held sacred. 
Not a 


dollar of it was disturbed upon any ac- 
count. 
It was as useless in the treas- 


ury as the tons of silver bullion now 
stored there. No one presented green- 
backs to be redeemed in gold and not 
a dollar of it was paid out for any other 
purpose. It was generally understood 
that it could be used only to redeem 
greenbacks and that the laws of con- 
gress prohibited its use for anything 
else. 


Now it seems that the country mis- 


understood tho lav/ relating to the re- 
serve fund. 
Secretary Carlisle en- 


croached upon it to pay treasury notes 
which the law authorized him to redeem 
and orders have just been issued by 
the treasury department to all sub- 
treasuries to pay out gold over tho 
counters froru thus iivad, the same as 
other kinds of money. 
The effect of 


this order is said to bo to practically 
place the gold reserve among available 
treasury cash assets. 


It appears from this that an act of 


congref.1 affecting $100,000,000 in gold 
has been misconstrued since its passage 
nearly twenty years ago, and that gold, 
which has been kept IT> the treasury 
vaults all those yours for a specific 
purpose, tan bo used to pay the ordin- 
ary obligations of the government.

There will be a grand military 
display and a large number of civic 
societies will join the procession, in 
which there will probably be a dozen 
or more trass bands. The first shovel- 
ful of sand will be removed by Director 
General de Young,and deposited in a sil- 
ver box presented by Colonel Andrews. 
It is believed that several thousand 
dollars csin be raised from the sale of 
the box, which in addition to the earth, 
will contain one of the first twenty- 
dollar pieces coined in San Francisco. 


IOWA DEMOCRATS. 


DISSATISFIED <JOXGKES8'ttKN. 


Congressman Springer of Illinois is 


dissatisfied with his removal from the 
committee on ways and means to that 
of banking and currency. That he is 
surprised, ho says, is only a teeble ex- 
pression of the truth. He had no iu- 
timatioii whatever from Speaker Crisp 
that ho would bo deposed from the 
chairmanship of the ways and means 
committee 
Ho goes from work to 


which ho has devoted much study and 
tho best years of iiis life to business to 
which he has given but little attention. 
Springer was 
authority on 
tariff 


schedules and was credited with having 
formulated a bill since the election 
last November to change them to con- 
form to his views of tariff reform. 


Congressman Hoi man of Indiana, 


the Great Objector, has also been sur- 
prised by the speaker. He has been in 
congress almost 
continuously for 


thirty-four years, and much of that 
time on the committee of appropria- 
tions. Now he is unceremoniously de- 
posed from the chairmanship of that 
committee and appointed chairman of 
the committee on Indian affairs 
This, 


of course, is not satisfactory to the 
Old Watch Dog of the Treasury, as he 
has been styled, but like Springer bis 
wishes were not consulted 
by the 


speaker. 


A SILVJJIl SYNDICATE. 


Chairman Smith of the finance com- 


mittee of the Freuoh senate is visiting 
the silver producing regions of Col- 
orado and Utah. The object of his 
visit is said to be to establish a branch 
of tho French Bank at Denrer to be 
controlled by Colorado capitalists 
with n manager from Paris to represent 
the bank. The Bank of France will 
agree under certain conditions to 
furnish from Jf50,000,000 to $100,000,000 
to carry all the silver produced in Col- 
orado until the price is satisfactory. 


There are only twenty large smeltars 


in tho country, aud if they combine 
the silver product can be controlled. 
If France cau hold the product of those 
smelters it could dictate the price of 
silver to England for use in India and 
compel all silver using nations to come 
to its terms, The scheme meets with 
favor in Colorado and iE congress does 
not pass a free coinage bill it is likely 
to be carried into effect. 


The third international convention 


of the Keeley League is to be held 
in 
Chicago next 
month. Temper- 


ance organizations of all kinds have 
been invited and entire Keeley clubs 
from some localities will go to Chicago 
in a body, it is estimated that there 
will be 5,000 delegates, and that over 
25,000 graduates from Keeley institutes 
will celebrate Keoley Day at the 
World's Fair.

lack of confidence, and the fear that 
wo will adopt a silver standard, and 
the only way to restore confidence is 
to repeal the Sherman l»w uncondition- 
ally. This will res tore our credit and 
we will be able to borrow everything 
we need. 


As an illustration we will suppose 


that the Sherman law ia repealed, con- 
fidence ia restored, business reverses 
become a thing of the past and the 
bondholders and pawn brokers having 
the utmost confidence in their custom- | 
era continue to talcs new interest bear- 
ing notes for interest past due. And 
we will suppose that this confidence 
game is uninterrupted by the "calam- 
ity howlers " for a century, and what is 
the result ? It is generally conceded 
that the interest bearing debts of the 
people and corporations in the United 
States amount to mors than $30,000,- 
000,000. On at least one-half of this 
debt tha people are unable to pay the 
interest except by more promises to 
pay. Confidence being restored the 
bondholders prefer to have the inter- 
est paid in this way, and the ability of 
their customers to write promissory 
notes ia unquestioned. By the end of 
a century the heirs of these thrifty 
bondholders would have in their poss- 
ession in promises to pay, all of the 
earnings of $15,000,000,000 at compound 
interest, which at the low rate of six 
per cent, compounded monthly, would 
amount to the snug little sum of more 
than $7,500,000,000,000. True it would 
all be in promises to pay, but confi- 
dence being restored by the demoneti- 
zation of silver, everybody would be 
satisfied. And if the rate of interest 
did not satisfy the bondholders they 
could increase the rate, compound it 
oftener, and if that did not increase 
the debts of the people fast, enough, 
they could compound the interest in

advance. The people would be willin'g 
to gratify them as long as their confi- 
dence held out, for the people might 
as well owo quintillions or sextillions 
of promises to pay, as to owe trillions;

But, if, on the other hand, 
some "calamity howler" should s»t up 
a dismal howl about his enormous 
debts and at the same time give a hint 
of repudiation, confidence would be 
shaken so, that even the demonetiza- 
tion of gold could not restore it, and 
wholesale foreclosures would result. 
The European bondholders owing to 
their superior means of enforcing col- 
lection, hold the first mortgage on our 
country and would absorb everything 
in sight to satisfy the debt, while our 
own bondholders and pawn brokers 
would get left. Truly a confidence 
game that can be interrupted by the 
wail of a " calamity howler," is a dan- 
gerous game for the people to invest 
in. What the people need, is not a 
confidence game so they can increase 
their borrowing capacity, but a mone- 
tary feystem that will enable them to 
pay their debts, the bondholding aris- 
tocracy to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing.

The smaller the length 
of the ship Iho greater is the number 
per unit of its vibrations, and the longer 
the steamer the greater is the correspond- 
ing time of its vibrations.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp v. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each 
tarts. 
Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle, 
alls the horses to post. 
The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
f ter the saddle call. 
Owners, trainers, jockeys or other* having 
are of the animal, that do not send the horse 
ut promptly at post signal win be lined. 
Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
he Secretory on or before the 1st day of 
September, 
1898. 


Kntries for the running purscx must bo- 
made two days preceding the race, before ft 
o'clock p, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes nmsl 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start tho day before the race at« p. M. 


Horses entered in pursescun only bo drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, the 
name, age and sex 6f the horse, and the - 
weight and colors of the rider must be given, 
lAfter a horse lias run once at the meeting, 
the name of the borne, with the weight to bo 
carried at the race is sufficient.

In all free for all running; races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will bo allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
curry live pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unleM 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, und must 
be paid prior to weighing the jockey out. 


Whore there i* more than one entry by one 
wjrson, or in one interest, the particular 
lorse they are to start must be named by 6. 
-. M. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with tbo Secretary. 


All Trotttag and Pacing pur«e» divided ot 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races MA the best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified: five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than live to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rota. 


In all two in three race* horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in. 
all three in five races homes not winning one/ 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserve* the right to trot heat* 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heat*.

When less than the required number of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided a* follows 
66% to the first and 1»/3 to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
used. 
Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 


>r entering a borne in a running race, under 
hese condition*, accept* the decision of the 
ioard of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing.
